Shocks State 


Tliis week the citizens oi' For- 


rest Cily 
voted to lease their 


municipally owned and 
operated 


light plant to the Arkansas Power 
& Light Co. lor $51,000 a year, of 
which $0.000 is to be reserved for 
plant improvements. 


Forrest Cily earned from plant 


operations last year $08.1)00. using 
these funds about like Hope docs 
—to support the city government, 
help vvitn street paving, and other 
community construction ventures. 


The obvious fact is Forrest Cily 


voted to accept less money from 
the private power company than 
it was earning under 
municipal 


management. You might think the 
inducement was that the amount 


-. was guaranteed, rcyarciloss of lu- 


ture good times or bad; but that 
isn't the real story. 


What convinced a narrow major- 


ity of Forrest City voters —the 
score was 511 for the lease, to 462 
against—was 
the 
private 
power 


company's further guarantee ihat 
if the lease were granted it would 
spend H million dollars for a new 
steam generating plant 
to 
give 


St. Francis county ample industrial 
power. 


It I had been a citizen of Forrest 


City 1 would have 
opposed 
the 


lease deal. But that is a matter of 
business judgment in which either 
of two conflicting views has some 
truth on its side. The one inescap- 
able fact about the Forrest City 
transaction, now verified by a free 
election, is that there is a very 
great and real hunger throughout 


-Arkansas for plentiful and cheap 


industrial power. And it goes with- 
out saying that the average munici- 
pal plant, being geared principally 
to 
residential 
and 
commercial 


needs, is poorly prepared to meet 
industrial demands unless it gets 
outside help. 


H seems to me the lesson for all 


of 
the municipal light plants in 


Arkansas—there used to ' be rune, 
and now there are only eight—is 
to fortify thiir position as servers 
of the residential and cominercu'l 
consumer by doing two things to 
take care of (he new industrial 
demand: 


1. Make some kind of standby 


agreement for wholesale power to 
be purchased cither from a pri- 
vate or government-owned trans- 
mission system, and 


2. To streamline 
local power 


rate cards so that the tax content 
in municipal rates 
i:-i not carried 


into the larger brackets. Al! of us 
contribute tax for the support of 
local government, when we buy 
municipal electricity—but that i's 
no reason why industrial operations 
using large amounts of electricity 
should be assessed (axes all Die 
way up the line. Somewhere there 
is a point where, a fair share of 
local taxes having been absorbed 
in the rate card, ihe price of elec- 
tricity drops down tc a'level compe- 
titive with prices charged on trans- 
mission lines. And unless this eco- 
nomic truth is observed, and fol- 
lowed, no town can expect much 
industrial growth. 


The Forrest City lease was 
a 


shock to a lot of people. And that's 
good enough reason why Hope and 
every other municipal plant town 
should begin to do something rivhl 
now to meet the challenge pre- 
sented by the demand for industrial 
posvcr—with toll-gate taxes left off, 
i after a token payment.

ment store sales. Or it may be the 
weather, or something else. 


Whatever the reason, fewer dol- 


lars clinked into department store 


j tills across the country in each of 
;lhe first two weeks of November 
than were rung up in the 
same 
weeks oi lasi year. 


The drop was eight per cent in 


i me first week in tne month; nine 
iper cent last week. 
| 
That meant ihe actual 
amount 


jol goods sold was even less — bc- 
] cause prices are higher than, they 
Wore a year ago. 


Since tne end of (he war, depart- 


ment store sales have risen to one 
new high alter another in federal 
reserve board surveys. 


Declines tor 
two 
consecutive 


weeks have been so rare officials 
couldn't recall offhand when it last 
occurred. 


But these officials caution that a 


two-weeic showing is not enough to 
establish a definite 
trend. 
Also, 


there 
are 
oilier 
factors 
which 


might explain the sales dip at least 
partly. 


One is weather. In some sec- 


tions, merchants through! business 
was hurt oy unseasonable warmth; 
m .others, by 
unseasonable .cold. 


But the decline showed up in all 
12 federal reserve districts 
blan- 
keting the nation. 


Another possible explanation for 


the decline, officials said, is that 
perhaps American consumers 
are 


returning to their traditional prac- 
tice of waiting until the late hours 
—or even the "last minute"— to 
do their Christmas 
shopping. 


Last year, as in preceding years 


going back into the wartime, con- 
sumers were making it a practice 
lo do their Christmas buying early 
—partly for fear of scarcities. 


This year, there is a good sup- 


ply of most goods and 
in 
some 


lines—such as radios 
and 
some 


cloihing items—stocks have 
been 


so plentiful that prices have been 
marked aown. 


But even with the new lag, sales 


can scarcely 
be called 
bad — 


they're simply nut getting belter. 


For factory workers and 
many 


other wage and 
salary 
workers, 


.income was still on the way up as 
u result of wage-rate increases. 


On ihe other hand, farm income 


was commencing to edge down as 
crop prices moved toward 
lower 
levels.

rTu'! h}1? Dr- Gcorgc A. Gordon, 
of the Old South Church in Bos- 
ton, whom the late Dr. Caclman, 
himself a notable preacher, con- 
sidered the greatest 
of all Amer- 


ican preachers, 
once 
remarked 


that it is the quality of all great 
prophecy that it bursts into song. 


fhe 
truth of that is at 
least 


evidenced in the 
prophecy 
and 


poetry or the Old Testament. Tha 
prophecy and poetry alike camo 
out of the religiously heroic era 
ot Israel. They arc intermingled. 
I he poetry of the Psalms fre- 
quently 
expresses 
the 
noblest 


prophecy, and in the great prophe- 
cies are passages of such lyrical 
beauty that they are i-i the realm 
of poetry. 


One thinks of such outstanding 


passages as Isaiah 35 and Isaiah 
G2, Amos 3, and Jeremiah 
51. 


Also, great portions of the prophe- 
cies are cast in forms of symbol- 
ism, more characteristic of pos'ry 
than of prose. 


What, however, specifically .-har- 


aclerizcd 
Hebrew poetry as dis- 


tinguished from Hebrew prose? It 
is a question to which an intelligent 
answer can be 
given 
at a time 


when, in our modern literary world 
pcolry is less conceived in terms 
of the rhyming of similar word 
endings. 


Rhythm is not identified 
with 
the rising and falling of accents, 
in Hebrew 
poetry 
is associated 


with forms of parallel statements. 
These arc of three sorts. 
Some- 


times the parallel statements ex- 
press the same idea 
in different 


or repetitive ' ways. 
Sometimes 


the 
parallel 
expresses 
contrast. 


And sometimes the second 
state- 


ment is an expanding, or carrying 
on, of the thought expressed 
in 


the first statement of • the poetic 
verse. 


Specific examples will make the 


nature of these 
three forms 
of 


parallelism 
plain. 
The 
poetic 


parallelism of the same 
though! 


is expressed in such a verse as in 
Pslam 5:1. "Give ear to my words, 
O Lord; consider my meditation," 


The poetic 
parallelism of con- 


trast 
is 
expressed 
in Proverbs 


15:13, "A merry heart maketh a 
cheerful countenance; but by sor- 
row 
of 
the heart the spirit is 
broken." 


And 
the poetic development of 


the initial thought is illustrated in 
the famous "Shepherd Psalm,' 'the 
23rd, in which the forms of both 
parallel statement and developing 
thought seem 
to be 
combined. 


That 
P.salm, 
which 
has gained 


such a hold wherever the Bible is 
known, stands as the perfect ex- 
ample of Hebrew poetry. 


To understand the forms is 
to 


catch the rhythhm and beauty of 
expression of the poetry of "the 
Bible; but it must not be for- 
gotten that Hebrew poetry is more 
notable and importantly instruc- 
tive for what it says than for the 
way it says it. 


It is a part of the expression of 


God's 
truth 
for 
man's 
life.

Communists 
Losing Out

London. Nov. 39 —CUP) — The 


Communist party is fighting ;i los- 
ing battle for power in Socialist 
Britain. 


Its membership is down nearly 


20 per cent from a peak of fiO.OOO 
at the end of the war. Its influence 
in trade 
unions 
is on the wane 


under the pressure of a determined 
anti-Communist campaign. It has 
only two members in parliament. 


And its every attempt to infil- 


trate 
or merge with the 
labor 


party — the Socialist party which 
governs Britain — has been re- 
buffed. 


The Communist party's only suc- 
cess in the last few years has been 
with its newspaper, The Daily Work- 
er. It has been expanded, has in- 
creased 
its circulation 
to 120,000 


and boasts among its regular con- 
tributors, Dr. Hewlett Johnson, the 
"R<->d Dean" of Canterbury. 


The source of The Daily Work- 


er's funds is a mystery. The party 
contends that $1,000.000 has 
been 


subscribed voluntarily by sympa- 
thizers. It hints that" trade unions 
bought blocks of shares. 


The Daily Worker's emphasis on 


:rade union news to a greater ex- 
:ent even then labor's own Daily 
i-Ierald and an excellent sports sec- 
.ion are credited with 
extending 


ts readership beyond 
Communist 
party ranks. 


The decline in 
Communist 
in- 


fluence in Britain dates 
mainly 


Tom the 
Communists' 
bloodless 


coup in Czechoslovakia. This shook 
many mild party sympathizers into 
a realization of Moscow's aims for 
world domination. They began to 
:loubt British leaders' reassurances 
that the British brand of commu- 
nism is strictly 
a home 
product 


'rce of domination from Moscow. 


Thus the party's membership has 


dwindled to 41,000 from 50,000 four 
years ago. 


The British Communists tried to 


capitalize on the French miners' 
strike, but were promptly slapped 
down. 


Artlhur Horner, able Communist 


secretary of the British National 
Mine Workers' union, went to Paris 
and made speeches of endorsing the 
strike on behalf of British miners.

from ser- 


iously interfering with normal acti- 
vities.

have been divorced. 


A communique from the palace 


announced also that the Empress 
Fawzia of Iran, Farouk's 
sister, 
had been divorced by her husband, 
Shah Rc/.a Pahlevi. 


A communique of the Egyptian 
king's divorce issued by the palace 
said: 


"God s will 
ordered 
that 
the 
sacred relations between the noble 
couple bo broken. This will direct- 
ed the hearts of King Farouk and 
Queen Farida to a desire for di- 
vorce while both felt regret 


"In fulfilment 
of 
this 
desire. 


King Farouk signed thp divorce on 
Nov. 17. 1948. 


"Three and a half years ago, Em- 


m-ess Fawzia was obliged to return 
home on advice of her physicians 
lor treatment. The 
doctors 
then 


discovered with 
regret 
that 
the 
lehran climate did not suit 
her 


maiesty but constituted a danger 
to her health. 


"It was then agreed, according 
to Islamic principles, that she be 
divorced from Emperor Mohamed 
Reza Pahlevi. This divorce cannot 
by any means affect the existing 
mendly relations 
between 
Egypt 


and Iran. The mutual feelings of 
appreciation between the Uvo great 
rulers is 
the 
biggest 
guarantee 
that those friendly 
relations will 


increase to the mutual advantage 
of both countries.'1
